The proposed levy will be integrated into the existing cost recoy- 
ery mechanism so that no company will pay both a levy and a charge, or fee, in 
the same year. An unsuccessful applicant will not pay this levy. 
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The proposed Regulations would establish a new cost recovery cap on the lia- 
bility of pipeline companies to pay cost recovery charges. The new provision 
establishes a rule that no pipeline company shall be liable to pay that portion of 
a cost recovery charge which exceeds 2 percent of the cost of service of that 
pipeline company. The new provision is particularly intended to protect large 
diameter pipelines of short length from bearing an inequitable share of the reg- 
ulator’s costs, given that costs are allocated to large gas and oil pipelines exclu- 
sively on the basis of volumes transported through the pipeline. (Published in

More specifically, Health Canada is 
proposing the following modifications to the Regulations to address the gap 
created by the re-definition of nuclear substance under the new NSC Act:a _ 
requirement for a WHMIS supplier label for the non-radioactive carrier materi- 
als for radioactive nuclides. The WHMIS label is in addition to, and separate 
from, the labelling requirements for radioactive nuclides administered by the 
Canadian Nuclear Safety Commission (CNSC). The WHMIS supplier label is 
composed of the distinctive WHMIS border within which appears a product 
p) identifier, the appropriate WHMIS hazard symbol(s) and a bilingual reference 
4 to the corresponding MSDS for the carrier material. 
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The WHMIS label serves to alert and direct workers and employers to the more 
comprehensive health and safety information on the MSDS; an exemption 
from the WHMIS labelling requirement on the primary container where the 
mixture of radioactive nuclides and non-radioactive carrier materials is pack- 
aged in more than one container. Only the outermost container needs WHMIS 
labelling since workers will normally handle only that outer package. If in 
using or handling the material, the outer container is removed, then the Atomic 
Energy Control Regulations require the licensee to relabel the newly exposed 
container. Hence, the mixture will always bear a visible label on its outer con- 
tainer; an exemption for very small quantities of carrier materials (except 
where the carrier material is a carcinogen, very toxic or is a biohazardous 
infectious material). This exemption is based on the realization that in chemical 
and clinical laboratory environments: (1) radioactive mixtures frequently 
involve very minimal quantities of carrier materials; (2) laboratory workers 
who handle radioactive nuclides have considerable experience and training to 
deal with laboratory hazards; (3) the existing level of regulatory health and 
safety control directed to the radioactive component affords a considerable 
safety margin to the handling of the carrier component; and (4) the carrier 
material, which may serve as a vehicle for either radionuclides or radio- 
labelled compounds injected or ingested for the purpose of medical or veteri- 
nary diagnostics or therapy, is usually innocuous; and an exemption for radio- 
active nuclide/carrier material mixtures which are highly radioactive. These 
materials are handled by remote control in entirely closed, shielded hot cells. 
When handled in this manner, no personal contact is possible. The hazard from 
the radioactivity or the carrier material is minimal or non-existent. In addition, 
when dealing with such quantities of radioactive materials, the risk of radiation 
exposure would far exceed that of even the most toxic of carrier materials. In 
this situation the application of labelling specific to the carrier material, may 
increase a worker’s exposure to radiation by increasing the time spent in a radi- 
ation field. In addition to the amendments relating to the exclusion for radioac- 
tive materials, as requested by the Standing Joint Committee for the Scrutiny of 
Regulations, amendments are also being made to sections 9(2)(a) and 12(2) of 
the CPR which will provide a greater degree of correlation between the French 
and English versions; and the amendments to sections 11(4), 26(2)(a), 26(2)(b) 
and 32 will improve clarity.

As a 
result of this initiative, all public port designations will be repealed once the 
ownership interests of Transport Canada in public port facilities and harbour 
beds at the ports have been divested.

Motor Vehicle Safety Regulations (Motorcycle Brake Systems)

TAX CHANGES 


Income Tax Regulations, amendment, to take into account the fact that some 
provincial governments are now responsible for the collection and distribution 
of support payments. In these provinces, the employer receives instructions 
from the province to withhold the support payments from the employee’s sal- 
ary, and to forward them to the province. Since provincial instructions are not 
considered either a garnishee or a similar court order, as currently contem- 
plated by paragraph 100(3)(d) of the Regulations, the employer must withhold 
taxes on an employee’s remuneration without taking the support payments into 
consideration, thereby causing undue hardship for the individual. The proposed 
amendment to paragraph 100(3)(d) addresses this disparity by ensuring that tax 
deductible support payments are taken into consideration when determining 
tax withholdings from an employee’s remuneration. Part I of the Regulations is 
further amended to allow a reduction of the remuneration on which source 
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deductions are calculated, in certain circumstances, to take into consideration 
the employee’s RRSP deduction limit. Currently, under subsection 100(3.2), 
where a payment to an employee exceeds $10,000, the entire amount is subject 
to withholding, rather than only the portion that exceeds $10,000. Under the 
proposed amendment to subsection 100(3.2), the dollar amount is raised to the 
maximum amount that the employee can deduct as an RRSP contribution.

It then requires the history of the load site, the chemi- 
cal, physical and biological characteristics of the waste or other matter to be 
disposed of. The applicant must provide information on the location of the load 
site with respect to potential pollution sources and of the disposal site with 
respect to sensitive areas. Special mitigation and timing restrictions are also 
requested.

These requirements recognize that in 
some instances certain information may not be obtainable for reporting pur- 
poses. In such cases, financial institutions and other intermediaries are required 
to take reasonable efforts to provide such information to the Centre. The 
requirements to file reports with the Centre also prescribe specific time limits 
for reporting and the format for doing so. Reports may be submitted to the 
Centre in either paper or electronic format. Information received by the Centre 
and which may be disclosed to law enforcement authorities as “designated 
information” is also outlined in the proposed Regulations. The proposed Regu- 
lations build on the existing client identification requirements by requiring 
reporting entities to ascertain the identity of their clients whether they are indi- 
viduals, corporations or other entities. These requirements also address situa- 
tions where there is no face-to-face contact with the client, as is the case in 
certain Internet or cross-border transactions and provides for the use of elec- 
tronic public registries to identify corporate clients.Where a client initiates an 
ongoing business relationship with a reporting entity — for example, when a 
corporate account is opened with a financial institution — the reporting entity 
would be required to keep documents indicating who has the authority to bind 
the corporation and the names of those individuals.

The Regulations would also 
introduce a number of changes modifying OSFI’s current methodology for 
recovering its costs from federally regulated financial institutions (FRFIs). The 
main change to the Regulations is the introduction of assessment surcharges for 
“problem institutions”. A surcharge will also apply to FRFI affiliates of a 
“problem institution” to reflect the increased cost of supervising the group. 
This will not generate additional revenue since money collected from sur- 
charges will be deducted from OSFI’s operating costs for the sector from 
which the surcharges were collected. Further, a number of amendments are 
being made to the assessment methodology for the insurance sector in order to 
address some of the inequities and certain other issues arising out of the current 
approach. Currently, insurance company assessments are based on “in-Canada” 
premiums only. The new Regulations would include 25 percent of foreign pre- 
miums in the assessment bases for the insurance sector in order to give some 
recognition to the time and resources required by OSFI in supervising insur- 
ance companies with foreign operations. Further, the assessment base for insur- 
ance companies would be amended to include a 25 percent reduction for the 
portion of the company’s premium base that exceeds $100 million to reflect the 
efficiencies in supervising large companies. Finally, the assessment formula for 
insurance companies would be amended to provide for a more gradual increase 
in the assessments for small companies as they move above the minimum 
threshold. In order to allow FRFIs time to adjust to the new Regulations, a tran- 
sitional rule will have the effect of phasing-in the surcharges and the inclusion 
of foreign premiums over a two-year period, starting April 1, 2001. (Published

At the conclusion of the case 
on the facts or at any time determined by the Tribunal, the experts retained by 
all parties, on a particular issue, will testify as a panel to give their evidence on 
particular issues that may have been pre-identified by the Tribunal. Each expert 
will make an opening statement setting out his or her opinion on the issue. 
Thereafter, each expert in turn, will be entitled to pose questions to the experts 
of the opposite party.

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Marihuana Medical Access Regulations, to provide seriously ill Canadian Food and Drugs 
patients with access to marihuana while it is being researched as a possible Act 


medicine. The proposed Regulations contain two main components: “authori- 
zations to possess” and “licences to produce”. All applications to possess will 
must be submitted by a medical practitioner on behalf of the patient. Depend- 
ing on the category under which the application is being made, support from a 
medical specialist may be required. The proposed regulations set out three cat- 
egories: Category | is for patients who have terminal illnesses with a prognosis 
of death within 12 months; Category 2 is for patients who suffer from specific 
symptoms associated with some serious medical conditions (examples include 
weight loss in patients with AIDS/HIV in a non-terminal situation; persistent 
muscle spasms in multiple sclerosis); and Category 3 is for patients who have 
symptoms associated with medical conditions other than those in the other two 
categories and would require applications to be supported by specific state- 
ments from two medical specialists are required in support of the application. 
For all three categories, the authorization to possess marihuana for a medical 
purpose will specify a maximum quantity of marihuana equal to a 30-day treat- 
ment supply at any given time. Quantity of supply will be continuously refur- 
bished by quantities produced under the licence to produce. The daily dosage 
that determines the 30-day treatment supply is provided by the physician and 
will be subject to additional requirements when proposed dosage exceeds a 
quantity of 5 grams per day. A licence to produce marihuana will be issued to 
either the patient or a representative that the patient designates in the applica- 
tion. A representative cannot be designated by more than one patient. One site 
may, however, be used for the production of marihuana under a maximum of 
three separate licences. The licence will authorize the production of a maxi- 
mum number of plants which will be specified in the licence. The number of 
plants will be dependent upon the patient’s daily dosage identified by the phy- 
sician. The licence will also allow for storage and, in the case of a designated 
person, transportation of marihuana to the patient if the production is con- 
ducted at a site other than the patient’s residence. Indoor or outdoor production 
will be permitted. A criminal record check will be requested from the person 
designated by a patient to produce marihuana on his/her behalf. The proposed 
designated person will not be eligible if he/she has been found guilty of a des- 
ignated drug offence in the previous ten years. The proposed regulations would 
include minor modifications to the existing Narcotic Control Regulations to 
allow for the legal distribution of marihuana to individuals who hold an autho- 
rization to possess marihuana.

For taxpayers employed principally in sell- 
ing or leasing automobiles, the prescribed rate is changed from 12 cents to 13 
cents per kilometre for taxation years ending after 2000.Under section 7306, 
the maximum amount deductible by an employer in respect of non-taxable 
automobile allowances paid by the employer to an employee is increased after 
2000 by 4 cents per-kilometre. For kilometres driven after 2000, the new limits 
are 41 cents per kilometre for the first 5,000 kilometres and 35 cents for each 
additional kilometre. An additional 4 cents continues to be allowed for each 
kilometre driven in the Yukon, Nunavut or Northwest Territories. Under Sub- 
section 7307(1) the capital cost allowance ceiling for passenger vehicles is 
increased by $3,000, to $30,000, plus federal and provincial sales taxes, for 
vehicles acquired, or leased under leases entered into, after 2000. With respect 
to Subsection 7307(2), the maximum amount deductible as interest paid in 
respect of money borrowed and used to acquire a passenger vehicle is raised 
from $250 to $300 per month for passenger vehicles acquired after 2000.

Employment Insurance Regulations, amendment, to repeal Section 15 of the 
Regulations. This means that subsection 19(3) of the EI Act becomes inopera- 
tive. Undeclared earnings will still be allocated on a claim but to the specific 
calendar weeks where the work was performed or to which the earnings apply. 
For transitional purposes, the current undeclared earnings rules would apply to 
all cases where the period of employment ends before August 12, 2001, and the 
weekly rules would apply when the period of employment starts after August 
12. In some cases, the period of employment starts before August 12 and con- 
tinues after that date (i.e. straddling situation). In a straddling situation, the 
period of employment rules would apply from the first day worked to August 
11 and weekly rules would apply to that part of the period falling on or after 
August 12. The proposed changes are intended to eliminate unfairness relating 
to earlier amendments to the Regulations. (Published in the Canada Gazette

With respect to nutritional labelling, the proposed amendments would require 
the mandatory declaration of energy value (calories) and 13 core nutrients (fat, 
saturated fat, trans fat, cholesterol, sodium, carbohydrate, fibre, sugars, protein, 
vitamin A, vitamin C, calcium and iron). The proposed regulations would also 
address the method for expressing the energy value and nutrients and the for- 
mat of the Nutrition Facts table. In addition to the core list, other specified 
nutrients could be declared in the Nutrition Facts table. Nutrients not specified 
for inclusion in the table could be declared elsewhere on the label. A declara- 
tion of any one of the three groups of fatty acids, monounsaturates, omega-6 or 
omega-3 polyunsaturates, would trigger the declaration of all three. The decla- 
ration of “polyunsaturates” would only be permitted if followed by a declara- 
tion of omega-6 and omega-3 polyunsaturates. Any vitamin or mineral nutrient 
added to the food would have to be declared, as would any nutrient that is the 
subject of a claim. The labelling requirements would only apply to prepack- 
aged foods. Labels on products that are exempt from mandatory nutrition label- 
ling but where nutrition information is provided voluntarily would be required 
to conform to the proposed nutrition labelling regulations, as would any 
exempted food displaying a nutrient content claim or a diet-related health 
claim. With respect to diet-related health claims, amendments would permit 
foods to carry diet-related health claims for the first time in Canada. Claims 
that would be permitted at this time are related to: sodium, potassium and 
hypertension; calcium, vitamin D and osteoporosis; saturated fat, trans fat, and 
heart disease; fruits and vegetables and some types of cancer; and sugar alco- 
hols and dental caries.

The 
administrative changes include: Amending the descriptions of the mouths of 
the Mars, Eternité and Saint-Jean Rivers to make better use of landmarks such 
as the new, easily identifiable metal markers; correcting the wording relating to 
the type of authorized fishing gear in four sectors of the Laval River; revising 
the list of common and scientific fish species to account for changes to the 
names of certain species and making related adjustments to other schedules 
that contain the names of those species; and making several amendments 
brought to the government’s attention by the Standing Joint Committee for the 
Scrutiny of Regulations to correct discrepancies between the French and 
English versions of the Regulations for latitude and longitude references of a 
number of lakes.

Proclamation establishing the Canadian Beef Cattle Research, Market Farm Products 
Development and Promotion Agency, to establish the new agency and to Agencies Act 
specify that the Agency consists of 16 members representing producers from 
all provinces, and importers.

Tetrachloroethylene (Use in Dry Cleaning and Reporting Requirements) 
Regulations, to reduce releases of tetrachloroethylene, commonly called 
PERC, to the environment from dry cleaning facilities by requiring newer, 
more efficient dry cleaning machines, by minimizing spills of this solvent and 
by managing the collection and disposal of residues and waste water. The 
reporting provisions in these Regulations apply to persons who import or recy- 
cle PERC for any use and to persons who sell PERC to dry cleaners. These pro- 
visions are harmonized with the regulations being proposed to manage PERC 
use in commercial and industrial degreasing applications. Section 2, para- 
graphs 4(a), (b), (c), (e) and (f), and sections6 to9and 11 of the Regulations will 
come into force on January 1, 2002. The remaining sections of the Regulations 
will come into force at the date of their registration by the Clerk of the Privy 
Council.

Canada Student Financial Assistance Regulations, amendment, to specifi- 
cally address the regulatory intention of consistently denying certificates of eli- 
gibility where the regulatory circumstances are met, subject to the applicant 
demonstrating that circumstances beyond his/her control led to the poor credit 
history.

no longer appears in the Regulations and changing the name of “Acadian 
whitefish” to the correct name — Atlantic whitefish.

National Capital Commission Animal Regulations & National Capital 
Commission Traffic and Property Regulations, amendment, to prescribe the 
rules governing animals on unleased National Capital Commission (Commis- 
sion) lands and on Commission lands leased for residential or agricultural pur- 
poses when the leases are entered into after the coming into force of the 
regulations. The amending regulations would amend section 39 of the National 
Capital Commission Traffic and Property Regulations, which is the provision 
that currently governs domestic animals on Commission property, to make the 
wording in that section consistent with the language used in the animal regula- 
tions, to remove outdated and unnecessary text, and to make it clear that the 
rules set out in section 39 do not apply to Commission lands to which the ani- 
mal regulations apply, nor to Commission lands leased to a municipality for 
recreational purposes. The amending regulations would also repeal section 15 
of the National Capital Commission Traffic and Property Regulations, as this 
provision deals with matters that are addressed in the animal regulations. In the 
animal regulations, Commission lands would be classified as either leased land 
or unleased land. Some general rules would apply to all Commission land, 
leased and unleased. For example, on any Commission land to which the regu- 
lations apply, no animals other than domestic animals would be permitted, 
domestic animals would not be permitted in bodies of water surrounded by 
Commission land and on the shorelines of other bodies of water, and the keeper 
of a domestic animal could not permit the animal to chase, attack, bite or injure 
a person or another animal or fight with another animal. The animal regulations 
would divide unleased Commission lands into three types for the purposes of 
domestic animals, other than hoofed animals, and their keepers: locations 
where domestic animals would be permitted if the animals were restrained in a 
specified fashion; areas where domestic animals would be permitted unre- 
strained, but under control as defined in the regulations; and all other Commis- 
sion land, where domestic animals would not be permitted. Hoofed animals 
would only be permitted in specified areas and only when restrained in the pre- 
scribed manner. Within the locations on unleased Commission land in which 
domestic animals, other than hoofed animals, would otherwise be permitted, 
certain areas would be off limits to these domestic animals for reasons of pub- 
lic safety and protection of the Commission land. These areas include play 
structures, areas where food may be consumed, areas in which an activity or 
program organized or authorized by the Commission is taking place, and sites 
marked by signs as areas in which domestic animals are prohibited. The animal 
regulations also contain “stoop and scoop” provisions, noise prohibitions and 
limits on the number of domestic animals permitted at any one time that apply 
to unleased Commission land and to leased residential land. As for leased agri- 
cultural lands, keepers of domestic animals on those lands would be required to 
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use effective measures to keep the animals from being at large beyond the lim- 
its of the property. The animal regulations also contain provisions that grant 
certain powers to peace officers in order to deal effectively with animals on 
Commission lands. These include the power to capture an animal that is at 
large, to take a wounded animal for medical attention, to rescue from a vehicle 
an animal that is in distress and, in very limited circumstances, to destroy an 
animal that is attacking a person, another animal or that is at large. Finally, the 
animal regulations give some powers to the Commission. The regulations per- 
mit the Commission to prohibit domestic animals in specified locations on 
unleased land when concerns for public safety and protection of Commission 
property require it and, when public safety and protection of Commission prop- 
erty are not an issue, to permit animals on Commission property in the context 
of an activity or program organized or authorized by the Commission. The 
changes would also make the amended section 39 of the National Capital Com- 
mission Traffic and Property Regulations apply only to Commission lands 
other than land leased to a municipality for recreational purposes and other 
than those lands to which the animal regulations apply. As a result, the keepers 
of domestic animals on lands subject to the amended section 39 would be 
required to act in accordance with the rules set out in by-laws respecting ani- 
mal control that apply in the municipality in which the Commission land is sit- 
uated. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on August 11, 2001)

Potato Wart Compensation Regulations, to propose compensation to grow- 
ers who have incurred financial losses as a result of complying with phytosani- 
tary measures ordered by the Canadian Food Inspection Agency (CFIA) under 
the authority of the Act. Affected fields in Prince Edward Island are categorized 
into three field types: Category A land, the original field in which the potato 
wart disease was detected; Category B land, the one half kilometre buffer zone 
set up around the original field; and Category C land, any fields which have had 
contact with equipment that was used on the original field. Compensation is 
based on the degree of contact with the infestation and the amount of financial 
loss borne by growers in each category. The compensation included in this 
package applies only to those actions taken in order to achieve compliance with 
notices issued by the CFIA. This compensation package applies mainly to costs 
incurred from October 24, 2000, to July 4, 2001 (after July 4, 2001, the Prince 
Edward Island Department of Agriculture and Forestry will assume responsi- 
bility for cleaning and disinfection of equipment). However, the Regulations 
provide for continued compensation for loss of land use for potato-growing 
land beyond 2001. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on August 11, 2001) 


Proclamation establishing the Canadian Beef Cattle Research, Market 
Development and Promotion Agency, to establish the new agency and to 
specify that the Agency consists of 16 members representing producers from 
all provinces, and importers.

National Capital Commission Animal Regulations & National Capital Canada National 
Commission Traffic and Property Regulations, amendment, to prescribe the Parks Act 
rules governing animals on unleased National Capital Commission (Commis- 
sion) lands and on Commission lands leased for residential or agricultural pur- 
poses when the leases are entered into after the coming into force of the 
regulations. The amending regulations would amend section 39 of the National 
Capital Commission Traffic and Property Regulations, which is the provision 
that currently governs domestic animals on Commission property, to make the 
wording in that section consistent with the language used in the animal regula- 
tions, to remove outdated and unnecessary text, and to make it clear that the 
rules set out in section 39 do not apply to Commission lands to which the ani- 
mal regulations apply, nor to Commission lands leased to a municipality for 
recreational purposes. The amending regulations would also repeal section 15 
of the National Capital Commission Traffic and Property Regulations, as this 
provision deals with matters that are addressed in the animal regulations. In the 
animal regulations, Commission lands would be classified as either leased land 
or unleased land. Some general rules would apply to all Commission land, 
leased and unleased. For example, on any Commission land to which the regu- 
lations apply, no animals other than domestic animals would be permitted, 
domestic animals would not be permitted in bodies of water surrounded by 
Commission land and on the shorelines of other bodies of water, and the keeper 
of a domestic animal could not permit the animal to chase, attack, bite or injure 
a person or another animal or fight with another animal. The animal regulations 
would divide unleased Commission lands into three types for the purposes of 
domestic animals, other than hoofed animals, and their keepers: locations 
where domestic animals would be permitted if the animals were restrained in a 
specified fashion; areas where domestic animals would be permitted unre- 
strained, but under control as defined in the regulations; and all other Commis- 
sion land, where domestic animals would not be permitted. Hoofed animals 
would only be permitted in specified areas and only when restrained in the pre- 
scribed manner. Within the locations on unleased Commission land in which 
domestic animals, other than hoofed animals, would otherwise be permitted, 
certain areas would be off limits to these domestic animals for reasons of pub- 
lic safety and protection of the Commission land. These areas include play 
structures, areas where food may be consumed, areas in which an activity or 
program organized or authorized by the Commission is taking place, and sites 
marked by signs as areas in which domestic animals are prohibited. The animal 
regulations also contain “stoop and scoop” provisions, noise prohibitions and 
limits on the number of domestic animals permitted at any one time that apply 
to unleased Commission land and to leased residential land. As for leased agri- 
cultural lands, keepers of domestic animals on those lands would be required to 
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use effective measures to keep the animals from being at large beyond the lim- 
its of the property. The animal regulations also contain provisions that grant 
certain powers to peace officers in order to deal effectively with animals on 
Commission lands. These include the power to capture an animal that is at 
large, to take a wounded animal for medical attention, to rescue from a vehicle 
an animal that is in distress and, in very limited circumstances, to destroy an 
animal that is attacking a person, another animal or that is at large. Finally, the 
animal regulations give some powers to the Commission. The regulations per- 
mit the Commission to prohibit domestic animals in specified locations on 
unleased land when concerns for public safety and protection of Commission 
property require it and, when public safety and protection of Commission prop- 
erty are not an issue, to permit animals on Commission property in the context 
of an activity or program organized or authorized by the Commission. The 
changes would also make the amended section 39 of the National Capital Com- 
mission Traffic and Property Regulations apply only to Commission lands 
other than land leased to a municipality for recreational purposes and other 
than those lands to which the animal regulations apply. As a result, the keepers 
of domestic animals on lands subject to the amended section 39 would be 
required to act in accordance with the rules set out in by-laws respecting ani- 
mal control that apply in the municipality in which the Commission land is sit- 
uated. (Published in the Canada Gazette Part I on August 11, 2001)

This definition is consistent 
with that used by the Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants and by the 
leasing industry. The pilot project will only apply to capital leases entered into 
for new or used equipment. Lessors can finance up to 100 percent of the cost of 
equipment, which includes the purchase price of the equipment, additional 
costs necessary to the operation of the equipment, and up to 10 percent of the 
purchase price for software, but excluding training and maintenance costs. The 
increase in the financing rate from 90 percent to 100 percent responds to stake- 
holders’ concerns regarding the fact that capital leases usually require no (or 
minimal) up-front payment from the lessee. The maximum capital lease 
amount that can be registered under the capital leasing pilot project remains at 
$250,000, including all outstanding balances on capital leases and loans made 
under SBLA and CSBFA to the lessee or related lessee or borrower. To be con- 
sistent with the normal procedures in the leasing industry, the draft Regulations 
provide for a list of fees that lessors may charge to lessees but that are not 
included in the total financing amount of the capital lease. The Crown’s share 
of the eligible losses on the capital lease would be 85 percent and the lessor’s 
share would be 15 percent. Industry Canada will register capital leases submit- 
ted by lessors, conduct desk audits of and make payments for claims and will 
also have the responsibility to audit participating lessors. Industry Canada will 
also be responsible for evaluating the pilot project in order to be able to recom- 
mend whether it should form a permanent part of the CSBFA program. Lessors 
will have 36 months from the date specified in the notice of default to file a 
claim. The calculation of the loss includes interest on the outstanding balance 
at the full imputed rate for the first six months computed from the date in the 
notice of default and thereafter interest on the outstanding balance at one half

of the imputed rate of interest for the next six months. Capital leases may be 
assigned for the purpose of lease funding. The transfer of a capital lease for the 
purpose of lease funding would be treated the same way as a transfer between 
lessors.

As of April 1, 1997, the reference to the Revenue Act is 
changed to a reference to item | of Schedule VIII to the Excise Tax Act, which 
sets out the HST rate for the province of Nova Scotia. Additional changes are 
made to reflect the implementation, as of April 1, 1997, of the HST. Specifi- 
cally, the list of prescribed taxes is amended by adding Nova Scotia’s transi- 
tional tax on motor vehicles and heavy equipment, which was introduced as a 
consequence of the replacement of the retail sales tax in that province with the 
HST. The reference to that transitional tax is removed as of the date on which it 
ceased to apply. Other amendments reflect the suspension of the application of 
the Theatres and Amusement Act of Nova Scotia and the repeal of the Admis- 
sion and Amusement Tax Act of New Brunswick. As well, the short title of 
these Regulations is amended to add a reference to the HST. The Regulations 
are also amended to add to the list of prescribed taxes certain additional provin- 
cial taxes or fees. Specifically, the list of prescribed taxes in respect of transfers 
of real property is amended to include the special duties levied under the Taxa- 
tion Act of the Province of Quebec, applicable to transfers of real property after 
October 8, 1993. Also added are the utilities taxes levied under the City of 
Winnipeg Act, as of January 1, 1991, the surcharges imposed under section 36 
of the Power Corporation Act of Saskatchewan, effective December 10, 1997, 
and the amusement taxes imposed under The Urban Municipality Act of 
Saskatchewan, as of April 1, 1991. As a result of these amendments, these pro- 
vincial taxes or fees, like those already prescribed under paragraph 3(c) of the 
Regulations, are not part of the GST/HST taxable amount for supplies of prop- 
erty or services made in the circumstances described in subparagraphs 3(c)(xv) 
to (xviii). Finally, a number of amendments to the Regulations are made to 
update or specify more precisely various existing citations of provincial legis- 
lation, including correcting, as of December 31, 1990, the previous omission of 
the references to the Conditional Sales Act and the Registration of Deeds Act, 
both of Newfoundland.

Filing Penalties (Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions)

penalty as a late return until such time as it is resubmitted and determined by 
OSFI to be free of errors. If a return that is filed on or before the due date is 
determined by OSFI to be erroneous, a penalty is not applicable if an error-free 
revision is received by OSFI before the end of the day on which the return is 
due. There will be no doubling up of penalties. That is, a regulatory return that 
is both late and determined to be erroneous when it is received will be assessed 
a single per diem penalty until such time as an error-free revision is received by 
OSFI. OSFI intends to exercise discretion and not impose a penalty when the 
circumstances warrant (e.g., a systems crash at the institution). Imposition of 
filing penalties will become effective as of April 1, 2002. (Published in the 
Canada Gazette Part I on December 1, 2001)

cancer; ibutilide and its salts and derivatives, an antiarrhythmic agent indicated 
for the rapid conversion of atrial fibrillation or atrial flutter to sinus rhythm; 
pioglitazone and its salts, an anti-diabetic agent indicated in patients with type 
II diabetes mellitus not controlled by diet and exercise alone; riluzole and its 
salts, a benthiazole that has been shown to provide an early increase in survival 
in patients with amyo-trophic lateral sclerosis (ALS); valrubicin and its deriva- 
tives, an anti-tumour agent indicated for the treatment of transitional cell carci- 
noma in situ of the bladder; zoledronic acid and its salts and derivatives, a bone 
metabolism regulator indicated for the treatment of tumour-induced hypercal- 
cemia. One drug would be added to Part II of Schedule F: meloxicam and its 
salts and derivatives, a nonsteroidal anti-inflammatory agent indicated for the 
symptomatic treatment of rheumatoid arthritis and painful osteoarthritis. (Pub- 
lished in the Canada Gazette Part I on December 8, 2001)

FOOD AND DRUG 


Natural Health Products Regulations, to establish requirements for the man- 
ufacture, packaging, labelling, storage, importation, distribution and sale of ; 

This amendment also proposes the repeal of all provi- 
sions in Divisions 4 and 5 of Part D of the Food and Drug Regulations, except 
D.05.008 and D.05.009 (relating to drugs containing fluorine). Divisions 4 and 
5 of Part D relate to the labelling of vitamins and minerals and the health 
claims that may be associated with them. The repeal of the provisions will 
bring the treatment of vitamins and minerals into line with that of other prod- 
ucts that fall within the NHP definition. As well, the repeal of section C.01.030 
of the Food and Drug Regulations is proposed. This section relates to the label- 
ling of a product containing elemental iron and the label statement “for thera- 
peutic use only”.

IMMIGRATION 


Regulations Designating Persons and Categories of Persons —Other Than 
Travellers Destined for the United States —Who May Enter a Preclear- 
ance Area Regulations, to designate those persons or categories of persons, 
other than travellers destined for the United States, who may enter preclearance 
areas and the conditions under which they may do so. These Regulations apply 
at all Canadian airports where preclearance of passengers and their goods des- 
tined for the United States is available. This currently includes the following 
airports: Vancouver, Calgary, Edmonton, Winnipeg, Toronto, Ottawa and Mon- 
tréal (Dorval).

Regulations Excluding Certain Instruments From the Definition of 
“Goods” (Preclearance Act), to exclude currency and monetary instruments 
from the definition of “goods” as defined in section 2 of the Act authorizing the 
United States to preclear travellers and goods in Canada for entry into the 
United States for the purposes of customs, immigration, public health, food 
inspection and plant and animal health.

Canadian Aviation Regulations (Part VI), amendment, to introduce new 
requirements pertaining to the operation and use of lasers and other directed 
bright light sources that may create a hazard to aviation safety. The circum- 
stances under which a pilot-in-command may intentionally operate an aircraft 
into a beam from a laser or other directed bright light source or into an area 
where such a bright light source is projected are also addressed. Three pro- 
posed new regulations, 601.20 (Projection of Directed Bright Light Source at 
an Aircraft), 601.21 (Requirement for Notification) and 601.22 (Requirement 
for Pilot-in-Command), will be introduced with this amendment. Section 
601.20 (Projection of Directed Bright Light Source at an Aircraft) will require 
that, unless the requirement for appropriate notification, set forth in section 
601.21, has been satisfied, no one shall project or cause to be projected a 
directed bright light source into navigable airspace 1n such a manner that a haz- 
ard to aviation safety, damage to an aircraft or injury to persons on board the 
aircraft takes place. Section 601.21 (Requirement for Notification) will require 
anyone planning to project or to cause to be projected a directed bright light 
source into navigable airspace, with sufficient power to create a hazard to avia- 
tion safety, to notify the Minister, in writing, before the display takes place. 
The Minister may authorize such a projection, after receipt of the notification, 
if it is not likely to create a hazard to aviation safety. Section 601.22 (Require- 
ment for Pilot-in-Command) will prohibit any pilot-in-command from inten- 
tionally operating an aircraft into a beam from a directed bright light source or 
into an area where such a beam is being projected unless authorized by the 
Minister. This section will also establish that the Minister may authorize a 
pilot-in-command to operate into such an area if appropriate risk mitigation 1s 
taken to ensure that this operation is not likely to create a hazard to aviation 
safety.
